Blue Lined Envelopes.

This can be prevented either 
by getting a very thick and high priced 
envelope which is not transparent, nor 
scarcely translucent, or by taking a 
cheaper grade of paper which is blue on 
one side. Now we sell quite a number 
of blue envelopes, that is, envelopes 
which are blue on the outside; but most 
people do not like them for their color. 
So, to get over the difficulty and still 
not make a high priced article, we use 
paper which is blue on one side and 
white on thu other."—Exchange.
